MANILA - Several years into a county process, trail 
access and restoration work proposed by Friends of the 
Dunes (FOD) has been given a go-ahead. 
At its Aug. 29 meeting, the county’s Planning Com- 
mission unanimously approved an expansion of FOD’s 
permit for a 3.6-acre area known as the Barr Property. 
Adjacent to the group’s Coastal Nature Center in Manila, 
the now-gated property will be opened for trail use and be 
manually restored in a lengthy volunteer-driven effort. 
A written county staff report says “unauthorized trail 
routes” exist now but they'll be closed and restored. 
Trail use will be directed to two of the most of- 
ten-used routes. A trailhead off Lupin Avenue will be

The company seeks an “after the fact” Coastal Devel- 
opment Permit for the facility, which is about 1.2 miles 
from the intersection of Patrick’s Point Drive and Sea- 
wood Drive. 

PG&E installed the facility's power poles and voltage 
regulators in 2016. The company got a right-of-way en- 
croachment permit from the county but neglected to ap- 
ply for a Coastal Development Permit 

Now the company wants to move a pole that’s too 
close to a private driveway entrance, replace two 45-foot- 
tall poles with 55-foot poles, install a new 55-foot pole 
and relocate three voltage regulators. 

The commission wants the company to relocate the 
facility farther from the Patrick's Point scenic area, con- 
tain the regulators in utility boxes or underground the 
system. 

PG&E reps didn’t attend the commission hearings but 
they were at the Board of Supervisors’ Aug. 30 appeal 
hearing. 

Alison Talbott of PG&E said the facility’s purpose is 
to “improve reliability and voltage conditions” for power 
customers in Trinidad, Orick and Big Lagoon. 

PG&E Environmental Planner Cuyler Stapelmann 
told commissioners that when nearby substations are 
shut down for maintenance, power is rerouted to lines 
along Patrick’s Point Drive and the voltage regulators fa- 
cilitate it. 

The regulators also provide continuation of power 
during emergencies. 

Stapelmann told commissioners the company looked 
for other locations along the route but they were ruled 
out due to being within the mapped scenic area and con- 
flicts with trees or structures. 

Undergrounding was described as being unfeasible. 

During a public comment period, Jeff Guttero said 
he returned from an out-of-town trip six years ago and 
“found this monstrosity next to my driveway.” 

He said the “massive utility installation” is “out of 
place anywhere on Patrick’s Point Drive.” 

County Senior Planner Cliff Johnson had told supervi- 
sors that although the facility is just outside of a mapped 
scenic area, coastal development rules on them also ap- 
ply to adjacent locations. 

He had also said PG&E hasn’t shown that the facility 
can’t be undergrounded. 

The power system is in Supervisor Steve Madrone’s 
district and his house is in the area. 

He said PG&E could’ve done things better and more 
economically if it had applied for a permit in 2016. 

“And lately, at the Planning Commission and in the 
county, we're seeing this forgiveness versus permission 
approach to things and I frankly have a problem with 
that,” Madrone continued. 

But the importance of the facility weighed on super- 
visors’ minds and when asked what would happen if the 
appeal is denied, Planning Director John Ford said it can 
ultimately be advanced to the California Public Utilities 
Commission. 

Tf the appeal fails at the top level, the facility would 
have to be removed, Ford continued. 

Madrone made a motion to both deny the appeal but 
consider alternatives. 

He soon made a follow-up motion that took out the 
“deny the appeal” part and directed PG&E to work with 
planning staff on various alternatives. 

When Talbot said the company believes the existing 
facility is “genuinely the best way to handle this,” Ma- 
drone said “the current installation as it sits today is not 
what we're looking for.” 

Supervisors approved Madrone’s motion in a 4-1 vote, 
with Supervisor Mike Wilson dissenting.

best bud Hank. Hank 
lived a good long life and 
passed away peacefully at 
home. His story is the story 
of rescue dogs everywhere. 


We don’t 
know anything 
about = Hank’s 
earliest days 


(though I bet he 
was a very cute 
ittle puppy). He 
appeared at the 
county — shelter 
when he was a 
ittle over a year 
old. 
Many dogs at shelters 
are between 10 months 
and two years old; no lon- 
ger cute puppies but not 
perfectly well-trained and 
calm either. The teens can 
be challenging for dogs too! 

Hank was adopted 
and returned three times 
in about two weeks, de- 
scribed as too energetic, 
too excitable, ball-driven 
and mouthy. The first two 
adopters barely kept him 


Hank (and later me) rescu- 
ers found a foster home for 
him to get him out and keep 
him safe. 

Hank’s foster mom 
Amanda put his photo in 
the Arcata Eye, where I 
saw it just as my 
last dog Dusty 
was nearing the 
end of his days. 
Something about 
Hank caught 
my eye and I re- 
membered him 
when we were 
ready for anoth- 
er dog. 

We met him on a sum- 
mer afternoon. My old 
girl Dinah didn’t partic- 
ularly like him and we 
weren't really sure what we 
thought about this energet- 
ic ball-chasing boy but it 
seemed wrong to lead him 
on and then let him down 
again. On the summer sol- 
stice of 2008 we took him 
home. 

T lost count of how many 
people told me that Hank 
was sure lucky that we ad-

him back to the shelter. The 
third person discovered that 
she was facing a serious ill- 
ness and returned him as 
she didn’t think she could 
take on a dog at that time. 
Poor Hank undoubtedly 
found all that confusing. He 
was deemed unadoptable 
and put on the list to be eu- 
thanized. Fortunately for 


opted him, always with the 
implication that you’d have 
to be crazy to bring a dog 
like him into your life. But 
we learned to love him de- 
spite many trials along the 
way. 

There was no more 
free-feeding after Hank 
came along. He had an 
amazing ability to find 
things he shouldn't eat, in-

cluding half of a 25-pound 
bag of dog food, two 
pounds of raisins, bags of 
chocolate chips and many, 
many sandwiches left un- 
guarded by the teenagers 
that frequented our house 
after school on their way to 
rowing practice. 

Hydrogen peroxide be- 
came a staple in our pantry, 
both for inducing vomiting 
and removing skunk spray.

But Hank wasn’t all 
trouble. We can’t remem- 
ber him ever meeting a dog 
that he didn’t like. Our el- 
derly Dinah seemed to perk 
up after Hank joined us and 
two years later when Lily 
came to us as a starving 
stray, they became great 
adventure buddies. 

I didn’t officially enter 
the rescue world until 2012, 
when I started volunteering 
and fostering dogs. Hank 
welcomed each foster into 
our house and made them 
feel comfortable. 

He also became my help- 
er with dogs at the shelter. 
We could test dogs out with 
him and he could give me 
an accurate read on how 
they were with other dogs. 

He was personally re- 
sponsible for saving the 
lives of many rescue dogs. 
Even in his last days, he 
would perk up and want to 
play with dogs we met on 
our walks! 

Hank was a great com- 
panion for our family. He 
amazed us with his abili- 
ty to fly through the air to 
catch a frisbee, dive off a 
dock into the water, col- 
lect the dog bowls at dinner 
time and bring them to me, 
or curl up into a basket of 
clean laundry. 

He was always willing to 
go on adventures. From his 
first kayak trip (we all got 
wet) to skiing in the Trini- 
ty Alps to pulling me faster 


than I could pedal on my 
bike, he was a graceful ath- 
lete with endless stamina. 

My family has done the 
Kinetic Sculpture race since 
before Hank was_ born. 
When Hank joined our 
family he would participate 
by camping out with us on 
the course and swimming 
out into the river when they 
left the Arcata Ball Park. 

In 2016, my family 


turned their kinetic sculp- 
ture into Sparky the Kinetic 
Foster Dog. 

The sculpture was mod- 
eled on Hank and every 
year he went to the Plaza 
for the start, wearing his 
“I'm with Sparky” vest and 
accompanied by adoptable 
dogs from Redwood Pals 
and the county shelter. 

We were glad he had one 
more pass with the sculp- 
ture this year even though 
with all of his grey he no 
longer looked quite like the 
black and white Sparky. 
While following Sparky 
over the finish line in Fern- 
dale this year he did still 
stop to snatch up a bagel 
that had been dropped in 
the street. Chow hound to 
the end! 

Hank was a good dog 
and we miss him a lot. 

Hank’s story motivated 
me to find out more about 
shelter and rescue dogs. I 
hope if you are considering 
getting a dog that you will 
check out the adoptables 
from Redwood Pals or the 
Humboldt County Animal 
Shelter. 

There are other rescues 
in our area doing good 
work also, though these are 
the ones that I work with. 
You can see the available 
dogs from these two groups 
at 24PetConnect.

five years would be $27.49. 

Actual customer bills are deter- 
mined by water usage, meter size 
and other factors. 

The MCSD will hold a_ public 
hearing on the proposed increases 
on Tuesday, Nov. 2 at 7 p.m. at Aza- 
lea Hall, 1620 Pickett Rd., in McKin- 
leyville. 

A letter from the MCSD that will 
be sent to customers explains the 
protest process. 

“Any owner or customer of record 
of a parcel subject to the proposed 
rates may submit a written protest 
against the proposed rate revisions. 
If written protests are filed for a 


majority of the affected parcels, the 
proposed rate revisions will not be 
adopted,” the letter states. 

“In order for a written protest to 
be counted it must include the fol- 
lowing: a statement indicating that 
the identified property owner or 
customer of record is in opposition 
to the proposed water or sewer rate 
changes; the street address or Asses- 
sor’s Parcel Number (APN) for the 
parcel(s) with respect to which the 
protest is made; and the name and 
signature of the owner or customer,” 
the letter states. 

“Protests may be mailed to P.O. 
Box 2037, McKinleyville, CA 95519, 
hand delivered to the MCSD offices 


at 1656 Sutter Road, McKinleyville, 
California 95519, or hand delivered 
to the Board Secretary at the Public 
Hearing at Azalea Hall on Novem- 
ber 2, 2022. To be valid, a signed 
written protest must be received by 
the Board Secretary before the con- 
clusion of the Public Hearing. Any 
protest submitted via e-mail or oth- 
er electronic means will not be ac- 
cepted. Please identify on the front 
of the envelope for any written pro- 
test, whether mailed or submitted in 
person to the Board Secretary, that 
the enclosed protest is for the Pub- 
lic Hearing on the Proposed Rate 
Changes — Water and Sewer Service 
Fees.”

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County supervisors consider tobacco clampdown

HUMBOLDT — Humboldt Coun- 
ty supervisors are weighing health 
impacts against economic impacts as 
they consider creating an ordinance 
restricting and in some cases banning 
sales of tobacco products. 

At its Aug. 16 meeting, the Board 
of Supervisors considered drafting a 
“tobacco retail licensing ordinance.” 
Tt would include the county’s unin- 
corporated areas, not its cities. 

Sofia Pereira, the county’s public 
health director, said an ordinance 
would target flavored tobacco prod- 
ucts “first and foremost.” 

Other provisions would be prohib- 
iting sale of tobacco products within 
600 feet of schools, not allowing a 
license if another is within 600 feet, 
banning tobacco sales in stores that 
have pharmacies and capping overall 
numbers of licenses by not automati- 
cally transferring them if store own- 
ership changes. 

Enforcement and administration 
would be paid for through license 
fees. 

A licensing ordinance’s intent 
would be to protect public health but 
Supervisor Michelle Bushnell said 
stores falling under bans will be at a 
disadvantage if people who include 
tobacco products in their routine 
shopping lists can’t get them. 

Pereira had talked about how easy 
it is for teenagers to get tobacco prod- 
ucts, particularly vape and e-cigarette 


products. Supervisor Mike Wilson 
has heard a lot about that. 

“My kids report, and I don’t think 
they're giving me any information 
that other folks don’t already know, 
that the parking lots of the schools 
have all kinds of flavored products 
being vaped like crazy,” he said. “It’s 
nuts, it’s in the halls and it’s in the 
junior high bathrooms — and it’s re- 
ally getting young people addicted to 
nicotine products very early and they 
absolutely are marketing to young 
adults and kids with these flavors.” 

Wilson added that caps and ban- 
ning sales of tobacco products near 
schools shouldn’t be controversial, 
and the other proposed restrictions 
are “reasonable.” 

Supervisor Steve Madrone agreed. 
“T think our children come first,” he 
said. “I don’t feel all that great about a 
business that’s trying to survive off of 
getting our children addicted, frankly, 
and that’s exactly what’s happening 
with these flavored products.” 

But Bushnell believes the school 
proximity restriction could impact 
businesses in the smaller communi- 
ties of her district. 

She said if there’s a lack of tobacco 
products in one store, people will go 
to another for overall shopping trips. 

“T don’t want businesses in my dis- 
trict to be hurt by this,” Bushnell said. 

During a public comment period, 
representatives of several health ad- 
vocacy groups vouched for doing an 
ordinance. 


Lisa Ollivier, chair of the Humboldt 
Allies for Substance Use Prevention 
group, is particularly alarmed about 
availability of flavored products. 

“As a parent, my son comes home 
appalled and he'll tell me all the time 
about what he’s seen and what his 
friends are being able to have access 
to,” she said. 

Bushnell noted that the board dis- 
cussion and public comment focused 
on flavored products and she said the 
board could “look at that first” with 
an ordinance. 

Supervisor Rex Bohn agreed, say- 
ing, “I’m having a hard time going 
after regular tobacco.” He asked for 
outreach to retailers. 

“T don’t think any of them consid- 
er themselves merchants of death,” 
Bohn said. 

After saying that tobacco prod- 
ucts are “terrible for the health of our 
community,” Wilson made a motion 
to direct staff to bring back a draft 
ordinance for consideration. That got 
unanimous board approval. 

Pereira was also asked to do out- 
reach to cities on enacting similar 
ordinances and to get feedback from 
retailers. Wilson said he’s talked with 
Arcata and Eureka councilmembers 
and “they’re positive on it.” 

According to a written staff report, 
not doing an ordinance would “result 
in youth continuing to access tobac- 
co in the retail environment and a 
projected increase in tobacco-related 
mortality.”

Mosquitos: how to thwart their bloodlust 


Humsotpt DEH 

HUMBOLDT - Recently, the Humboldt 
County Department of Health & Human 
Services, Division of Environmental Health 
(DEH) has received an increased number 
of public inquiries about mosquitoes in and 
around Humboldt Bay and coastal areas. 

According to the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC), taking the follow- 
ing precautions is the best way to avoid mos- 
quitoes and mosquito bites. 

« Remove standing water where mosquitoes 
breed 

* Mosquitoes lay eggs near and on the surface 
of water and health officials recommend taking 
time each week to empty and scrub, turn over 
or cover or dispose of items that hold water like 
tires, buckets, planters, toys, pools, birdbaths, 
flowerpot saucers or trash containers 

+ Tightly cover water storage containers 
(buckets, water tanks and rain barrels) so mos- 
quitoes cannot get inside to lay eggs 

¢ For containers without lids, use wire 
mesh/screens with holes smaller than an adult 
mosquito 

+ Fill tree holes to prevent them from filling 
with water 

+ If you have a septic tank, repair cracks or 


gaps. Cover open vent or plumbing pipes with 
wire mesh/screens with holes smaller than an 
adult mosquito 

¢ Mosquito fish can be used in ornamental 
ponds, watering troughs and abandoned pools. 

Mosquito prevention in the home 

« Ensure doors, windows, vents and other 
penetrations are properly screened 

+ Do not leave doors propped open 

* Visually inspect for mosquitoes before 
bed. Check ceilings, closets, windows and cur- 
tains where mosquitoes tend to hide. 

According to the CDC, one of the best ways 
to avoid mosquito bites is to stay inside at 
dawn and dusk when insects are most active. 
People who are going to be outside during 
those times are advised to wear long-sleeved 
shirts, long pants, shoes and socks. 

Certain species of mosquitoes are known 
to harbor and spread West Nile Virus (WNV) 
which has been observed in Humboldt Coun- 
ty in the past. Since 2003, there have been a 
total of four reported cases of WNV, the most 
recent from 2018. Despite the apparent low 
tisk, DEH recommends Humboldt County res- 
idents follow the above guidelines to prevent 
overpopulation of mosquitoes and prevent 
mosquito bites.

Add color and vibrancy 


Housing in Humboldt. It’s on everyone’s 
mind, and Arcata may be a focal point. Cal 
Poly Humboldt (CPH) is projecting a 50 
percent growth within three years, and a 
100 percent growth within seven years. 
With about 6,000 students today, we are 
looking to add 3-6,000 people to the local 
population. And this doesn’t consider all 
the climate change migrants that will hap- 
pen upon Humboldt County. So beautiful 
and cool, we were bound to be discovered. 

The City of Arcata has been studying 
the “Gateway” project — the 
redevelopment of import- 
ant properties in the City, 
properties close to down- 
town, reasonably close to the 
university. I support some 
element of this development 
idea, I see that we could use 
our property better, for great- 
er uses — and like the idea of 
retail on the first floor, and 
apartments above. Gaudi did it 
beautifully in Barcelona, Spain. 
Can we be as creative? Eight sto- 
ries on a mudflat? Probably not. 

Maybe we can think wider. 
Tm thinking about all of Arcata, 
and beyond. 

Last year, California passed 
Senate Bill 9. This bill allows for 
single family lot-owners to build 
two primary units, and two accesso- 
ry dwelling units on their property, 
plus they have the right to subdivide 
a single-family lot. 

“Senate Bill 9 — the California 
Housing Opportunity and More Ef- 
ficiency (HOME) Act streamlines the 
process for a homeowner to create a 
duplex or subdivide an existing lot. To be 
eligible for the streamlining provided by 
this bill, a parcel must meet a specific list 
of qualifications that protects historic dis- 
tricts, preserves the environmental quality 
and the look of communities, and prevents 
tenants from being displaced. Homeown- 
ers must comply with local zoning require- 
ments when developing a duplex (height, 
floor area ratios, lot coverage, etc.) as long 
as they do not physically preclude a du- 
plex.” 

Let’s imagine that Arcata homeown- 
ers and CPH embrace this idea. Instead of 
over bidding on property (5.4 million for 
16 acres of undeveloped land) to build big 
apartment structures, we could have a local 
housing program. I’m playing with num- 
bers here for illustration, but imagine the 
University had a program that offered local 
single family lot owners $50,000 to build a 
duplex on their property. CPH could have 
a few architect-designed options to fit into 
the local neighborhoods. This would be a 
legally agreed upon relationship between 
the landowner and the University that 
these duplexes are for CPH students for 
some given number of years. 

Tlive in Sunnybrae, and as I walk around 
it’s crosses my mind that this neighbor- 
hood could have double the population. If 
students lived in duplexes spread around 
the town, they would be integrated into 
the population. Their vehicles, if they 
bring them, could more easily be parked in 
the neighborhoods. The local bus system 
would be more robust, as there are more 
people to ride. 

Moving students into big apartment 
buildings in Arcata, surrounded by many 
people from big cities will not allow young 
people to truly experience the beauty and 
culture of the North Coast. Cultural differ- 
ences in a concentrated form will be more

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difficult to appreciate, whereas cultural dif- 
ferences in small measures will add color 
and vibrancy to the neighborhoods.

Abandoning standards 

While the Deciders (Planco and the City 
Council) were busy voting on the issue of 
building height limits in the various Gate- 
way neighborhoods-to-be, Cal Poly 
announced the actual thing, or 
things, two seven-story buildings 
that will be built at the Craftsman 
Mall, designed in the Institutional 
Style that they seem to think fits 
a school building anywhere any- 
time, whether it’s 1952 or 2025. 
(My grammar school in San Diego 
looked like them.) 

They did not ask the Deciders 
for approval. They didn’t have to. 
They are the state. 

All this makes the discussion 
of building height limits a moot 
point. Tall buildings are coming 
to Arcata, whether you hate ‘em 
or love ‘em. 

And so is growth, not be- 
cause the state requires it and 
the city better make its con- 
tribution or else, but because 
there is an obvious housing short- 
age in California and Arcata is eager to do 
its part to help relieve some of that pres- 
sure. 

The small, medium or big argument may 
best be tabled for the time being because 
we can't seem to agree. The critical issue 
for Gateway should be, it seems to me, to 
streamline the approval process for new 
buildings that will deliver the kind of ar- 
chitecture that fits Arcata and furthers the 
housing supply. This could be done with 
a form-based code or not. I say let’s leave 
the four-story height limit as the standard 
for now. If a developer comes in with a de- 
sign for a taller building, the issue could be 
addressed at the time in concrete terms, 


instead of trying to determine in advance 
what can and cannot be built. 

So what is the “kind of architecture that 
fits Arcata?” One thing it isn’t is the insti- 
tutional style which Cal Poly succumbed 
to for the new buildings at the Craftsman 
Mall, after producing those lovely Mediter- 
ranean-style dorms at College Creek a few 
years ago. Shame on them for abandoning a 
signature style for Humboldt that does cred- 
it to its history and fits well with the architec- 
ture of its original building, Founders Hall. 

Let’s answer the state with a style of 
buildings in Arcata that look like they be- 
long, buildings that fit the site, improve 
the neighborhood, nod to the existing 
buildings around them and project beauty 
in their outward features. Let’s not follow 
the example of the pug-uglies and propa- 

gate new housing because we're in a hurry. 

Good buildings take time to plan and to 
build. We can do that.

Nightmare incoming 
For the most part, Iam impressed by 
Arcata’s Gateway Area Plan. 
Nevertheless, aspects of it worry 
me. I saw a video many months ago, 
when the plan was first publicized, 
in which its director mentioned his 
staffs “creative approach” to the 
development. It assumed that only 
one parking space would be neces- 
sary for every three adult residents. 
He suggested that people could 
use other forms of transportation 
around town: walking, bikes, shared 
cars, etc. 

This, I fear, is pie-in-the-sky wishful 
thinking. 

Take a look right now at the corner of Al- 
liance and 27th Street. One can see the “in- 
fill” outcome that such a “creative approach” 
produces. This housing development, ap- 
proved by city planners, features a series 

of dwellings, each with a number of 
bed- 


rooms, and, 

in addition, “Gramma Units” in the back. 
The problem is, there were very few park- 
ing spaces included in the plan. Far less 
than the expected number of people liv- 
ing in those houses. The result is an ugly 
hodgepodge of vehicles sprawled out front, 
crowding the street and covering what were 
intended to be lawns. I can only imagine 
how the rest of our town will look should 
all of the city’s “infill” dreams come true! 

A lack of parking spaces, of course, is 
only one aspect of the problem. There will 
also be major traffic congestion caused by 
the downtown infill. Imagine what it will 
look like with another 1,000 cars. That 


should be foreseen, not ignored. 

We cannot pretend that people will ride 
their bikes or walk just because city plan- 
ners hope they will. Plain and simple, peo- 
ple want their own cars, and will park them 
wherever they can. That is still the norm in 
this country, and has to be expected. 

Plain and simple, people want their 
own cars and will park them wherever they 
can. Until there is a massive infrastructure 
change (new-age buses, high-speed rail, and 
more) which makes traveling away from 
town convenient, the plan as presently con- 
ceived will lead to overcrowded streets and 
a parking nightmare. That’s what’s going to 
happen. 

While I support a well-designed plan 
to re-build the Gateway Area, it should be 
done in a way to benefit those who live here 
now. We should keep Arcata a place where 
people love to live.
